13. (New) The method of claim 6 further comprising a phenolic antioxidant 
in an amount based on the volume of the composition from about 0.5 vol% to about 1 .9 
vol%. 

14. (New) The method of claim 6 further comprising a mixture of phenolic 
antioxidants and the ashless dihydrocarbylthiocarbamoyl, wherein the mixture is from 
about 0.5 vol% to 3.0 vol% based on the volume of the composition. 

Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: '430 employs 
a phenolic antioxidant and does not disclose or suggest ashless 
dihydrocarbylthiocarbamate, as now required for component (d) of claim 1 and 
component (c) of claim 6. '598 suggests both zinc dioctyldithiocarbamate (column 23, 
lines 19-20) and dihydrocarbylthiocarbamate (claims 9 and 10), however, as noted by 
Mr. Katz in the above noted telephone interview, Applicant's examples 1 and 4 rebut 
any prima facie obviousness. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
